Stalin, hailing the captors of 
Kherson, called it “a large centre 
of rail and water communications 
and important German defence 
base at the mouth of the Dnieper.” 

Kherson, city of about 100,000 in 
normal times, fell to the Germans 
on Aug. 21, 1941. The Russians had 
stood across the broad Dnieper es- 
tuary form it since Dec. 21.

Heavy snow, accompanied by 
winds of varying intensity, fell Sun- 
day morning, adding 1.9 inches to

month of the year to date. There 
have been between three and four 
inches of snow since the start of 
the month. 

Lowest temperature Monday was 
12 below zero at 8.30 a.m. Warmest 
Sunday was five above. 

Official temperature at 2 p.m. to- 
day was seven above. 

There is no immediate relief in 
sight, meteorological bureau offici- 
als say. Weather probabilities. are 
fair and continuing cold. 

Storms and extreme cold on the 
prairies and throughout the west 
generally have caused transcontin- 
ental passenger trains on the C.N.R. 
to run several hours late. Trains 
from the east were from three to 
four hours late reaching Edmonton 
Sunday morning and were again be- 
hind time Monday. There have been 
no accidents due to the storm, how- 
ever.

C.P.R. passenger train 521, due in 
Edmonten from Calgary at 6:25

Wage Control Order 


Revised By Ottawa 


OTTAWA, March 13.—(CP)—Prime Minister Mackenzie 
King today announced revisions in the wage control order 
modifying restrictions on granting wage increases and eli- 
minating the proposal to enlarge the National War Labor 


Board. 


Under the revised order out- 
lined by the prime minister ,in 
the Commons the national board 
will retain the right to review and 


revise regional board decisions, 
but may not vary decisions with- 
out giving notice to the interest- 
ed parties and providing an op- 
portunity to them to make repre- 
sentations. 

“The limitation in the original 
rder which permitted wage in- 
creases only within the ability of 
the employer to pay without price 
increases, has been modified,” Mr. 
King announced. “Under the 
amended order a greater latitude 
will be permitted for adjustment of 
certain wage rates.” 


RECOGNIZE “RISKS” 

Mr. King said the government 
recognized the “risks” involved in 
amending the order. 

“If the government's policy of 
price stabilization is to be effec- 
tively maintained it is clear that 
employers and labor organizations 
must co-operate in supporting this 
policy by limiting applications for! 
wage increases to what should be a 
relatively small number of cases 
where special circumstances ap- 
ply,” he said.

CANADIAN ACTION 

Similar conditions bogged down 
the main 5th Army front around 
Cassino and in the lower Garigliano 
river valley. On the British 8th 
Army’s eastern front, a Canadian 
patrol inflicted casualties on the 
enemy in the Tollo area and the 
Germans threw three small patrols 
of about 40 men each against the 
Indian positions near Orsogna. All 
were repulsed after fairly heavy 
Nazi losses.

The British destroyers Bicester 
and Ledbury slipped across the 
Adriatic Friday night and pene- 
trated the narrow waters of Ne- 
retva channel to sink an enemy 
coastal vessel within sound of 
the German shore batteries. A 
number of Germans were cap- 
tured in the engagement. 
Saturday night, the Bicester and

“There's no charge Started going 
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Basic English 

Britain is said to be planning to encour- 
age the use of Basic English with its total 
vocabulary of 850 words. 

That announcement needs some ampli- 
fication. 

If the British plan with regard to 
Basic English is to be applied only to for- 
eigners with the idea of making the learn- 
ing of English so easy that it will become 
even more of a world language than it is 
at present, there is merit in it. 

But if Basic English is to be taught to 
those whose native tongue is English, the 
plan is thoroughly bad. 

The only purpose of language is to 
express ideas. To curtail a vocabulary to 
850 words is to stultify thought, no matter 
how pliable those words may be. 

It is better to increase the common 
vocabulary to fit current ideas rather than 
to cut down thought to fit a limited vocab- 
ulary.

The Cost Feature 


Interest in the subject of health insur- 
ance has noticeably slackened since the de- 
tails were given out‘’as to the cost of the 
plan which a parliamentary committee is 
now studying. When it was disclosed that 
the plan would demand a flat tax of $12 
per year from every adult and 5 per cent 
of his earnings besides, the supposed ad- 
vantages of collective action shrank. That 
brought the proposal down to the level of 
the pocket book and into the realm of in- 
dividual calculation. 

It is to be hoped parliament can work 
out some cheaper scheme. Else there is a 
grave chance that we shall emerge from 
the controversy with no advance at all 
toward the better safeguarding of the 
public health. It would be better to deal 
with known specific needs and remedy 
these than to launch a comprehensive plan 
only to have it break down of its own 
weicht. 

A tax of $74 per year on a man of mod- 
erate income would work out at $740, ig- 
noring interest, over a 10 year period. 
The medical expenses of the average fam- 
ily do not amount to that much money. 
Where they do, the family often need 
help. Where they do not, the family are 
better off as matters stand. 

The man who can take care of the 
mec'cal needs of his family cheaper than 
the Government can do it, is likely to tell 
the Government to leave him alone,

Bracken and Parliament 


The criticism offered by political lead- 
ers over the failure of Mr. John Bracken, 
leader of the Progressive-Conservative 
Party, to seek a seat in the House of Com- 
mons, has reached a peak of poignancy. 
Although Mr. Bracken’s failure in this re- 
gard is somewhat out of line with party 
tradition, no law compels the leader of a 
political party to hold a seat in the 
Commons. 

Indeed, just as old-fashioned generals 
were supposed to advance no closer than 
the traditional thirty miles to the firing 
line, there may be excellent strategical 
reasons why Mr. Bracken should pursue 
that course in the present political field. 
It may be that Mr. Bracken, like those gen- 
erals, feels that his gift is for strategy 
rather than for tactics, and that he serves 
his party best by leaving combat duty to 
subordinates who have been endorsed by 
the voters of a constituency. 

Naturally, this course has its obvious 
disadvantages—to Mr. Bracken. For in- 
stance, the thirty-mile general has fallen 
into some disrepute. The modern general 
keeps in close touch with the actual fight- 
ing men and the best military leaders in 
this war are those who have not disdained 
the mud of the front line. 

Sinfllarly, Mr. Bracken runs some per- 
sonal risk in keeping aloof from the parlia- 
mentary infantry, The history of ancient 
Rome shows quite clearly that the ponti- 
fical candidate who had the best chance to 
achieve the purple was he who was in a 
position to be elevated on the shields of 
real fighting men actually in the field. 
Many such candidates, spouting theory and 
promises within the walls of Rome, were 
left at the post by lesser men who had the 
actual grime of battle on their hands, 

However, Mr. Bracken may prefer to 
function, in the years to come, as the deus 
ex machina rather than as leader of the 
opposition or even as prime minister of 
Canada, If that is the case, many will be- 
lieve he is taking the proper steps to 
ach‘eve that unusual destiny. 

At any rate, Mr. Bracken’s parliament- 
ary coyness is a unique experiment that 
has very little bearing on the real needs of 
the country.

On the Road to Mandalay? 


While British forces are driving east- 
ward in Burma, American and Chinese 
forces are pushing the Japanese back from 
the north. The squeeze play suggests a 
plan to clear the enemy out of the northern 
section and re-establish communication be 


tween India and China before anothe 
monsoon season b.eaks. That moe thai 
this can be done in the few remain’n: 
weeks of dry weather is unl kely. But if 


this is accomplished, the lines will be laid 
for an all-out offensive when the rains are 
over. 


The Burmese jungle is not a healthy

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season, and if the invaders can be chased 
out of the hills into the swamps before the 
rains begin their morale as well as their 
numbers will suffer from the prolonged 
soaking. 

If even the upper reaches of the Burma 
road can be recaptured, the isolated Chin- 
ese army will gain redoubled striking 
power. The Japanese recognized this long 
ago, and last fall made desperate but un- 
successful attempts to extend their grasp 
on the highway across the Chinese border. 

The stage is thus being set to put the 
enemy in Burma in the grip of pincers, 
Chinese and other Allied forces striking 
from the north while amphibious opera- 
tions are pressed from the south and along 
the Irrawaddy. 

This is one area where the heavy losses 
of shipping suffered by the enemy must 
be felt. Their forces in Burma have to 
depend mainly on equipment brought in by 
sea, and the transports and supply-ships 
which have gone down under the hammer 
blows of the Allied bombers and warships 
among the islands in the South Pacific 
have left gaps in the long communication 
lines. General MacArthur's forces, three 
thousand miles away, have thus been help- 
ing to weaken the grip of the Japs on re- 
mote Burma.

Reports from India are that imported 
food and good crops have broken the 
famine in Bengal. Deaths are still occur- 
ring, not from hunger but as the after- 
math of malnutrition. The change came 
about because the central Government 
took control of the distribution of food, 
which provincial mismanagement and 
class greed had muddled and made a con- 
tributing factor to the scarcity. 


Karl Zeppelin, whose name _ should 
carry weight in such matters, offers his 
fellow-Nazis the poor consolation of a pre- 
diction that they can look for another air- 
krieg to open up almost any time, from 
bases in Russia. Since the Red airmen 
blasted Helsinki from 600 planes in one 
raid, the forecast is not fanciful. At pres- 
ent the Russian planes are covering the 
operations of the ground forces, but 
when these bog down in the spring thaw 
the fliers will be free to fill in time by 
hammering centres in eastern Germany 
which have not suffered much from raiders 
from Britain or Italy. Tl.at they will wel- 
come the opportunity to visit East Prussia 
and Silesia no German can doubt.

Welr 
will feel no sense of release when 
they are freed from the bonds of 
It would be a mistake, he 
says, to count on their gatitude or 
to expect anything but the bitterest 
hatred from them. 

Therefore, he says, any attempt 
at reconciliation on our part will 
not only be futile but dangerous 
since it will incite their contempt. 

Our forces must remember that 
they are entering Germany, not as 
And un- 
less they stand sternly and strictly 
aloof from the Germans, they will 


* * 


Mr. Ludwig declares, too, that it 
will be highly dangerous to grant 
the Germans any favors. Any favor 
granted to a German will soon be 
regarded as his right. The Nazi 
regards fair play and justice as 
cowardice. Therefore the British 
passion for leaning backwards to 
display perfect justice should not 
be too freely indulged. 


Similarly, the American practice 
of treating defeated enemies with 
jollity and conciliation will be 
equally fatal. The German does 
not know what good sportsman- 
ship is. 

Ludwig advises that the only 
Germans to be treated with con- 
sideration are those who have been 
in concentration camps or other- 
wise abused or oppressed by the 
Nazis, It will be a good object 
lesson, he thinks, to treat these 
people with kindness and courtesy. 

The rest of his advice is specific. 
Always wear a uniform, Always 
speak English. Distrust the women, 
Beware of treachery. Remember 
that the Germans have no use for 


a friend. They only respect a 
master—and a stern master at that. 
* *k * 


Now this is useful information 
because it comes from a man who 
knows the Germans intimately and 
thoroughly. 

But the most interesting part of 
it lies in the discovery of how 
tragically far the Germans have 
moved from the rest of the world. 

The instinct for conquest, 
violence, racial superiority and all 
the rest of the totalitarian non- 
sense is, of course, inherent in the 
Germans, They have displayed 
these weaknesses for at least a 
thousand years, 

But, in spite of these defects, we 
have always found the individual | 
German responsive to kindness 
and understanding. 

Mr. Ludwig declares, of his per- 
sonal knowledge, that the  in- 
dividual German responds to these 
things no longer. He is thoroughly 
poisoned with the venom of Nazi- 
ism. He is morose, suspicious, 
cynical. He has thrown overboard 
all those beliefs and practices that 
sweeten the relationships between 
man and man, 

If all this is true, we can expect 
to do very little with Germans of | 
the present generation, To secure 
any kind of co-operation from Ger- 
many in the building of a more 


hatred, it will be necessary to wait 
for another generation that grows 
up without influences that have 
soured the German nature, 

It is not a hopeful picture, 
Nevertheless, these are the things 
we should know. A misstep or a 
misjudgment could so easily pro-

Now Shintoism is the mainspring 
of all Japanese spiritual, political 
and even economic action, Not 
even the commonest custom of the 
Japanese can be completely under- 
stood without a knowledge of its 
Shinto background. But Shintoism 
itself, as a doctrinal creed, is essen- 
tially simple. 

Unlike the complicated theol- 
ogies of Christianity or Buddhism, 
the many behavioristic regulations 
of Islam or the highly philo- 
sophical reasoning of Confucian- 
ism, Shintoism has only two pre- 
cepts:

The Mikado must be obeyed be- | 
cause he is not only a descendant 
of the gods, but a god himself, The

Japanese are destined by heaven 
to eventually rule the whole earth.

This, in brief, is the substance of 
the Japanese state religion.

And the Japanese constitution is 
merely the practical political ap- 
plication of it. 

Theoretically, Japan is a pure 
theocracy. That is to say, it is 
ruled directly by a deity, that deity 
being the heaven-born Mikado. But 
certain of the Mikado’s advisers 
have developed rare skill in 
manipulating affairs so that the 
will of heaven coincides oddly with 
their own, 


This is true in the case of the 
great commercial and manufactur- 
ing families such as the Mitsui, the 
Mitsubish, the Sumitomo and 
about fifteen other such families 
which own practically all the land 
and factories in Japan as well as 
fill the highest positions in the 
army and the navy and the cabinet. 

While the will of the Mikado and 
his heavenly relatives absolutely 
prevails, it is significant that this 
divine will has never been known 
to direct any operations that will 
not fill the pockets and swell the 
authority of the ruling eighteen 
families. 


The machinery of Japhnese gov- 
ernment is completely militaristic. 
No cabinet may make a legal de- 
cision without the concurrence of 
the war minister who must be a 
general on active service. 

It is traditional, too, that the 
foreign and home ministries should 
be controlled by the army. In fact, 
every department of government is 
dominated by the army because 
the army is sacred. It is sacred 
because it is headed by the deified 
emperor, The appointment of all 
cabinet ministers must be ratified 
by army leaders before the em- 
peror confirms them.

It would take too much time to 
discuss, in full, the mechanism of 


; Japanese government. But these 


are the salient facts: 

The emperor is divine; he is 
supreme; he can do no wrong. 

The army is the active symbol of 
the emperor; it too is supreme; it 
can do no wrong, 

The ruling families, as choice a 
collection of grafters and hypo- 
crites and sweat-shop operators as 
can be found in the world’s history, 
are also active symbols of the em- 
peror in commercial and political 
matters. They also are supreme; 
they can do no wrong. 

Couple all these circumstances 
with the fact that the Japanese 
themselves profess no code of 
morals, no standards of behavior— 
except those which glorify the em- 
peror and make the ruling families 
rich—and it is clearly seen that 
the Japanese do not fit into any 
ethical society or into any world 
plan which takes Christianity or 
even a pseudo-Christianity as its 

asis,

The present movement to re- 
habilitate the first MacDougall 


Church, place it in a proper scenic 
setting and preserve it as a 
museum is a project that should 
have the active support of every 
person who has an interest in this 
community. 

Everyone is, or should be, 
familiar with Edmonton's early his- 
tory. Everyone should know, for 
instance, that missionary work be- 
gan at Fort Edmonton, as early as 
1840, by the Rey. R. T. Rundle who 
labored in this field until 1848 
when he was succeeded by his 
brother-in-law, the Rev. Thomas 
Woolsey. 

Both these missionaries were 
commissioned officers of the Hud- 
son's Bay Company. They acted as 
chaplains at the forts and as mis- 
Sionaries to the Indians. Rundle 
taught the Indians, both children 
and adults, to read and write in the 
Cree syllabic system. Woolsey, in 
the early sixties, completed a Cree 
hymn book with 35 standard Eng- 
lish hymns, 

Thus, the work of education and 
Christianization was well founded 
when George McDougall and his 
son John came to the district in 
1863, 

In the late sixties, the Hudson's 
Bay Company began to surrender 
control of the territory to the Do- 
minion Government. After a period 
of unrest for ten years or more, a 
city was started, It was started 
with a church, 

McDougall, with help from the 
Fort, built the parsonage in 1871 
and completed the church so it 
would be usable the next year, It 
was dedicated in 1873, In connec- 
tion with this church, a school was 
started shortly after and continued 
until 1881 when a citizens’ commit- 
tee was named to carry on, which 
it did until the public school Sys- 
tem was set up in 1885,

Many fine tributes have 
paid to the McDougall’s, father 
and son, Perhaps none is finer 
than that of the late Hon, Frank 
Oliver who declared: “McDougall 
visioned the future, ,.. The present 
city may well be accepted as a 
monument to his enterpise, judg- 
ment and timely activity, 
Edmonton did not just happen. 
Things happen because 
makes them happen.” 

It is no wonder, then, that some 
of the most notable and valuable 
citizens of Edmonton seek to per- 
petuate and honor that ancient 
church which bears the name of 
this magnificent man of vision, 

That honorable and historic old 
structure is more than an interest- 
ing relic of Edmonton's past. It is 
& symbol of the father of this city, 
of that tireless and devoted man 
who saw, on the banks of the Sas- 
‘katchewan, a great city where the 
cross streams ot world travel 
would some day meet. 

I think it is extremely important 
that this project sh

Make Your Pot Roast Flavorful 


Marinate the Beef for 24 
Hours in Spicy Tomato 


Juice

It seems there are two major 
groups of present-day Canadians. 
First there are the grunters and 
groaners who wail about the short- 
age of this and that when it comes 
to food. And secondly, there are 
the gourmets, those adventuring 
souls who pry about here and there 
to see what can be done about it. 

There are good and bad cooks 
among men as among women, but 
it can be said for the four men who 
make up the male membership of a 
little club that each one has be- 
come an example of what practice 
and care will accomplish. This club 
started about two years ago with 
the men folk taking turns in pre- 
paring the dinners, thus relieving 
their wives. 

The success of these dinners lies 
in the sound selection of main 
dishes. They are well within the 
realm of ordinaryy amateur chef 
ability, 

At a recent meeting of these four 
couples, the main dish was tomato 
pot roast. Ahead of it came a lob- 
ster cocktail. With the pot roast 
came spaghetti cooked in the Ital- 
jan manner and served with grated 
cheese and sauce from the roast. 

A mixed green salad with a 
piquant dressing maintained the 
Italian atmosphere. And for des- 
sert there was broiled grapefruit 
from the abundant crop now at 
hand. 


Cooking the Roast 


About a five-pound roast was 
sufficient for the eight guests, The 
eye ot the round was secured as it 
is one of the finest cuts for pot 
roasting. 

Using a long, slim and very sharp 
knife slits were made with the 
grain of the meat, about an inch 
apart. Into these slits were pushed 
strips of bacon for larding. Then 
this piece of meat was put to soak 
in a mixture consisting of a pint of 
tomato juice, a spoonful of Wor- 
chestershire sauce, a pinch of dry 
mustard, salt and pepper, a bay 
leaf and a sliced onion. This was 
allowed to marinate for 24 hours, 

Then the meat was removed from 
the liquid and, using bacon drip- 
pings, was fried to a rich brown in 
an iron kettle. When it was really 
brown on all sides, the marinating 
liquid was poured around the meat 
and “pot-roasting’ went on for 
about four hours—or until the meat 
was entirely tender, 

If it dries out in pot roasting, add 
a little hot water from time to 
time, so that at least about two 
cups of sauce are on hand at finish. 
Remember it is the long slow roast- 
ing that develops the superb 
flavor. 

The following recipe was used 
for making the cocktail sauce 
served over the lobster meat, which 
was placed on shredded lettuce. 


Combine one cup of catsup, half a; 


cup of lemon juice, two tablespoons 
of Worchestershire sauce, two 
tablespoons of horseradish, a few 
drops of tabasco sauce, one tea- 
spoon of salt and a little chopped 
onion and chopped celery. 


Italian Spaghetti 

Spaghetti in the Italian manner 
is cooked in a huge kettle of boil- 
ing water with a little salt added. 
The spaghetti is put in without 
breaking into bits. If too long put 
one end in the water. Cook in 
water until it softens and then fold 
in the other end. Cooking takes 
about 20 minutes. Test with the 
thumb nail, when it is tender, it is 
done. Drain in a colander. 

At this point some cooks return 
the spaghetti to the kettle or put 
it into a serving dish, For this din- 
ner it was returned to the kettle 
into which a generous lump of but- 
ter had been melted. Some of flay- 
orful sauce from the pot roast was 
mixed into the spaghetti. This was 
reheated slowly, lifting several 
times to prevent sticking. 


Broiled Grapefruit 


Broiled grapefruit is quick and 
easy to make. It was prepared 
while the spaghetti was heating, 
and placed in a cold place. 

The halves are fixed as for usual 
serving. Spread the tops with soft 
butter and sprinkle heavily with 
brown sugar or maple sugar. 

Then when the main course was 
being removed from the table, the 
grapefruit halves were smacked 
into the hottest possible broiler 
with the sugar surface close to the 
flame. In a few moments the but- 
ter and sugar had taken on a crusty 
surface and the dessert was ready 
to serve with the grapefruit so sur- 
prised it didn’t think about getting 
hot itself. 


The Decline of Good Manners

acies to re-assert the dignity 
Congress and his own. 

An outsider would not care, in 
good manners, to voice the Balti- 
charge that dignity 
badly needs to be re-established in 
Washington, but coming from such 
an American source, it can cause 
no offence. And this charge is 
worth our examination, since we 
in Canada are so much like the 
Americans and often fall into the 
same errors. 

According to The Sun, the whole 
undignified tone of modern Wash- 
ington can be seen in a recent 
article in “Life,” wherein a pro- 
fessor of law in a great American 
university sets out to describe the 
character of one of President 
Roosevelt's intimates. The high 
point of this sketch is the profes- 
sor’s assurance that his subject has 
a mild and middle-aged tendency 
towards pinching ladies. 

This vulgarity outrages The Sun; 
not because it takes a Puritanical 
view of the proclivity mentioned, 
but because it drags down to a gut- 
ter level of discussion an intimate 
friend of the President, and hence 
the presidency. This is the level 
to which, we are told, Washington 
has sunk, It is not a question of 
morals, personal or political. It is 
a question of manners,

Now manners are never as im-, 


portant as morals; just as appear- 
ance is never as important 
thought. But manners nevertheless 
are a reflection of the thought of 
any given time, and an almost in- 
fallible reflection, The days of Eng- 
lish history when manners were 
revolting were days when ideas 


were revolting. The manners of the } 


second Charles’ court, for example, 
were a reliable index of a decline 
in the English mind and spirit 
which, had it proceeded, would 
have ruined them. Happily, these 
manners and the life behind them 
were reversed sharply; just as the 
Victorian period later on was a 
vigorous reaction against intellec- 
tual obesity of the Georges. 

Thus if manners among the great 
at any period are objectionable, the 
historian will look for objection- 
able habits of thought behind them. 
But this is a very subtle business, 
not to be considered lightly on in- 
sufficient evidence. For example 
the American people, in the person 
of Abraham Lincoln, produced at 
once the most profound and mov- 
ing figure of human dignity in 
modern times and yet a man who 
was constantly playful and vulgar 
in his private conversation, His 
dignity was all inward, the reflec-

became the brightest light of his 
epoch, 

Dignity of mere manners, the 
dignity of Mr. Pecksniff and Col- 
onel Blimp, is of no value; and a 
mere synthetic dignity of manners 
in America today would be the 
same sort of hypocrisy. If there is 
no inner dignity i is useless to 
contrive a solemn outer caricature. 

The manners of Washington are 
only important as they may tell 
us something about the mind of 
Washington and hence the mind of 
America as a whole, including us. 
This mind is gravely troubled to- 
day, has lost its anchor and is 
blown hither and thither by every 
bust of fashion. And what lies be- 
hind the present loose system of 
manners, the increasingly loose 
system of morals, behind such silly 
notions as that a man must be a 
great democrat and lover of liberty 
because he calls everyone by his 
first name? 

What lies behind it is very 
simple.. During the last forty years 
or so we have almost lost our faith 
in the essential dignity of man as a 
creature, as a being, as a special 
kind of creation, This loss of faith 
began with the great scientific dis- 
coveries of the nineteenth century, 
chief of them the theory of evolu- 
tion. It was translated into politics 
in the theories of Karl Marx, and 
finally flowered dankly in the dis- 
coveries of Sigmund Freud.

Having suspected that he was 
not divine, and had no special place 
in the universe, that he was, in 
fact, a mere accident of chemistry 
on an isolated fragment of matter 
called the earth, man concentrated 
his energies in the last two genera- 
tions on physical improvements 
until, in his quest for physical sat- 
isfactions, he began to think that 


they were the sole end of life. By 
this process we developed the most 
materialistic age and civilization 
of which history holds record with 
the consgquence that our wars and 
revolutions are the largest and 
most devastating ever recorded. 

We witness today a groping b°ck- 
ward for the lost idea which care 
ried our fathers forward in the 
great march. That idea can all be 
summed up in the dignity of man, 
the individual soul; and the whole 
value of the war and the current 
revolution can be summed up in 
the same thing. 

Senator Barkley’s little outburst 
is a minor aspect of a world-wide 
process which will determine our 
future for a long time to come, 
For if our war and our world revo- 
lution succeed everywhere else and 
fail to re-establish the idea of men, 
the individual and his essential 
dignity in the whole scheme of 
created things, then they will be a 
jfailure, and the whole process will 
have to be fought out again. For in 
the end the dignity of man has al- 
ways asserted itself through every 
political system, through every 
economic system, through the crust 
of cynicism and cheap manners,

LONDON, March 13.—(CP)—When the senior surviving 
officer realized the escape boats were sunk and said grimiy, 
“Boys, you'll have to walk home,” he probably never expect 
ed that the youthful lieutenant who lay wounded among the 
rubble of blasted St. Nazaire would ever return to Britain.

“A second later the explosion 
came and huge concrete blocks 
hurled through the air. After that 
we took our remaining explosives | 
and ran back to the pumping sta- 
tion to complete the job, but 
found nothing much was left. 

“Not so fortunate were those de- 
tailed to attack the bridges and} 
gate at the harbor entrance. They 
were either blown up before their 
motor launches landed or had lost 
their arms from explosions by the 
time they reached the mole.”

Be Impreved 


OTTAWA, March 13.—(CP)— 
Vacations without pay, poor pay, 
long hours with increased re- 
sponsibility and enlistment in the 
services have caused a “serious” 
shortage of nurses in Canada, a 
national health survey concluded 
in asking for moresattractive con- 
ditions for nurses, 

A 60-page nursing section of the 
survey, conducted by the Canadian 
medical procurement and assign- 
ment board, was tabled today in 
the commons by Defence Minister 
Ralston, The survey was complet- 
ed June; 1943. 

The report showed that Canada 
had 52,483 nurses which, in spite 
of general shortages, was an in- 
crease over the 19389 total, Sana- 
toria and mental hospitals were 
suffering more than other institu- 
tions and organizations.

Ask Conditions 
For All Nurses 
Be Impreved 


OTTAWA, March 13.—(CP)— 
Vacations without pay, poor pay, 
long hours with increased re- 
sponsibility and enlistment in the 
services have caused a “serious” 
shortage of nurses in Canada, a 
national health survey concluded 
in asking for morerattractive con- 
ditions for nurses. 

A 60-page nursing section of the 
survey, conducted by the Canadian 
medical procurement and assign- 
nent board, was tabled today in 
the commons by Defence Minister 
Ralston, The survey was complet- 
ed June; 1943. 

The report showed that Canada 
had 52,483 nurses which, in spite 


of general shortages, was an in- 
crease over the 19389 total, Sana- 
toria and mental hospitals were

MORE RESPONSIBILITIES 

The report said: 

“In addition to the increased 
nursing load, it is true that nurses | 
are also performing duties and | 
carrying responsibilities both. in 
hospitals and community health 
work that were formerly under- 
taken by doctors.”

Membership would be drawn from 
the various health agencies which 
co-operated in the survey. 
Hospitals should be subsidized 
when necessary to meet stand- 
ardized wage requirements, Hos- 
pital strikes should be declared 
illegal and employees should be 
frozen to the employment for 
which they have been trained.

| board should be authorized to pro- 


vide physicians and nurses as re- 
quired by industry. Part-time ser- 
vices of physicians in industry 
should be made at the rate of one 
hour a week per 100 employees 
and full-time services at the rate 
of one physician for 3,000 em- 
ployees. 


BETTER DISTRIBUTION 


There should be better distribu- 
tion of nurses and nursing bureaux, 
as an essential public service, 
should have goverument aid. A 
committee of the Canadian Nurses’ 
Association should be set up to 
function in connection with the | 
procurement and assignment of | 
nurses to meet the needs of the | 
armed forces and civilian require- 
ments for nursing service. 

A procurement and assignment 
board for dentists and dental tech- 
nical aides was recommended, with 
provision for dentists now practis- 
ing being fixed in their present 
locations and allowed to move only! 
with the approval of their provin- 
cial dental advisory committee. | 
Dental personne! for civilian ser- 
vices should not be reduced below 
70 per cent of the pre-war level, and 
no further dental enlistment should 
be allowed in provinces where this 
level has been reached, 


Recommendations concerning 
doctors were supported by the 
Canadian Medcal Association; 


health services by the Dominion 
council of health; hospitals by the 
Canadian Hospital Council; indus- 
trial medicine by the Canadian 
Medical Association industrial 
medicine committee; war medical 
manpower by six members of the 
war medical survey committee; 
nurses by the Canadian Nurses’ 
Association and dental services by 
the Canadian Dental Association. 
The procurement board was estab- 
lished in July, 1942, with the prim- 
ary duty of obtaining physicians for 
the armed forces and at the same 
time endeavoring to preserve ade- 
quate civilian medical services. 
The chairman is Maj.-Gen. C. B. 
Chisholm, director-general of army 
medical services, and the other 11 
members are drawn from the ser- 
vices’ medical and dental establish- 


ments, with five members of the 
Canadian Medical Association medi- 
cal advisory committee and a repre- 
sentative of National Selective Ser- 
vice. 


12,235 DOCTORS 


The report said that in March, 
1943, Canada’s doctors numbered 
12,235 and of these 3,006 were in 
the armed forces. Of the remaining 
9,229, 8,614 were active while 615 
were living in retirement. On March 
1, 1944, 3,589 doctors were in mili- 
tary service. 

“There has been a steadily grow- 
ing demand on services. of physi- 
cians under wartime conditions,” 
said the report. 

“In an average year there are be- 
tween 500 and 600 disabling ill- 
nesses per 1,000 population; that is, 
illnesses which involve absence 
from work and usual occupation.

In 1933 he left the Army to fly

In 1936, he married Miss Grace 
Hall, a hostess for American Air- 
lines. She comes from Wauwatosa, 
Wis., and is a graduate of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin.

_ “My study of the problem has 
unfolded that the church, al- 
though it is commonly believed to 
be radically opposed to commun- 
ism, agrees 100 per cent. with 


communism in the latter’s criti- 
cism that modern capitalism does 
not answer the social question,” 
declared Thomas V. Kelly, LL.B., 
office of the U.S. Division Engi- 
neers, Sunday, at St. Mary’s Sep- 
arate school auditorium. 

Addressing an assemblage of 
some 300 persons on “The Answer 
of Capitalism,” at the third session 
of the Catholic Laymen’s Forum 
series sponsored by the Edmonton 
Council, Knights of Columbus, Mr. 
Kelly emphasized, however, that 
“The abuses prevailing in the cap- 
italistic system today may be eradi- 
cated if properly and intelligently 
approached.”

coal, 

It was amended by Mr. Morrison 
by adding a clause calling on the 
government to consider sending the 
delegation east. The amended reso- 
lution passed the House on a unani- 


mous vote.

I hesitate about giving advice on 
the treatment of croup, as there are 
two forms, one of whith is serious 


enough to need the immediate at- 
tention of a physician. The com- 
mon type is called simple catarrhal 
croup, and is not a very serious 
disorder, although it may seem 
alarming during the actual attack. 
The second, or more severe type of 
croup is called “membranous 
croup.” 

Usually a child with simple cat- 
arvhal croup has been fed too large 
a quantity of the starchy foods such 
as bread, cereals and desserts, and 
also too large a quantity of the 
sugar foods. 

The best treatment to use during 
the actual attack of simple catarr- 
hal croup is to apply hot fomenta- 
tions to the chest and throat. These | 
consist of small towels or cloths 
which have been wrung out of hot 
water. The applications should be} 
changed every two minutes or so, 
if you wish the tightness to lessen. 
Be careful not to have the water) 
so hot there is danger of burning; | 
although it should be warm enough | 


Generally this is the only treatment 
which is necessary during a light 
attack 

If the attack of catarrhal croup 
is more severe it may be advisable 
to make a tent by placing a sheet 
cover over an open umbrella in the 
child’s bed, The child is then allow- 
ed to inhale steam from a tea ket- 
tle containing boiling water, or from 
a croup kettle, which is placed un- 
der the tent. Sometimes it is a 
good plan to take a piece of stiff

“With reference to the issuing and |
